Southern Italy, and espectally Apu- 
Na, owes its {ncome, beside from wine,

£2,600,000 worth yearly, that of Bart 
£1,900,000 worth, and that. of Poggta 
£400,000 worth, All thls, which repre 
sents a considerabte fortune for those 
districts which are among the poorest 
of. the peningula, bes been spoiled in 
these later years by an Insect called 
the olive fiy, which stings. the young 
fruit, and has produced only in one 
year £5,000,000 damage, 

It in an insect balf tho size of the 
heuse fly, rather attractive in appenr- 
ance, having a gtay body, orange lead, 
green eyes, Burmounteal by two black 
spots, and itridescent wings, which, 
bowever, jt dome not us, as it bops 
inatead of fies. The female along dose 
all the harm, an ahe is providel with 
a epecial sting, with which abe per. 
fornten the olives, itntreducing lato 


each an egg, and being able to produce 
from 200 ‘to 400. one: after the other, 
Thirty days are. required for the Incu- 
bation .of the egg, and Jt is estimated 
that in one season each female fw re. 
sponalble for about 160,000,000 files, 

It seems that the firat time that thia 
scourge was recorded wag in: 1777, tn 
the province of Genon, and since then 
many systema have been ‘studied to 
fight it, but with little success, nas. 
much ag the only means found of kill. 
ing the fly also kMled the frult.. Now 
the Government has. sent Dr. De Cilia, 
who claime to have discovered a rem. 
ody, which will bea’ real Ieasing for 
the afficted’ regions. —Phlladelphia 
Ledger. ee .
